San Quentin Inmate 
Stabbed During Fight 


A San Quentin inmate was 


reported in stable condition to­ 


day in prison hospital, after 


being stabbed in a five-man 
fight yesterday in the exercise 
yard of the prison’s high securi­ 
ty south block. Another man 
received minor injuries. 


All five were in high security 
confinement because they were 
known as “behavior problems,” 
according to prison information 
officer Darrow W. Smith. 


Bruce Burk, 27, of San Diefeo 
County, suffered a six-inch gash 
on the right side of his neck. He 


is serving six to IO years for 
possession of marijuana. 
Leslie Samples, 25, of Los 
Angeles County, suffered minor 
abrasions. He was treated at 
the hospital and was returned 
to his cell. He is serving two 
terms of five years to life for 
armed robbery. 
The three other unidentified 
inmates were detained for ques­ 
tioning. Two razor blades were 
recovered and are considered 
possible weapons in the fight. 
Burk’s injury brings the total 
of stabbings at the prison to 43 
this year, five of them fatal, 
Smith said.

Nixon Sees 
Vindication 
In House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon passed word today 
he firmly believes that after 
individual 
House 
m em bers 
weigh the evidence, he will not 
be impeached. 


Gerald L. Warren, deputy 
White House press secretary, 
said he was reflecting Nixon's 
personal views in telling report­ 
ers that the President does not 
agree with some of his support­ 
ers who are conceding the 
House will vote impeachment 
Warren said Nixon is confi­ 
dent “individual members of 
the House will weigh the evi­ 
dence” and not vote for im­ 
peachment. 
“ Our confidence is firm ,” 
said Warren. 
Warren said Nixon’s position 
is “ very clear” that he will go 
down to the constitutional wire, 
in a Senate trial if necessary, to 
defend himself. 
Rep. Edward Hutchinson of 
Michigan, ranking Republican 
of the House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, predicted yesterday that 
the House would impeach the 
President. 
“We do not agree with those 
who are conceding the House of 
Representatives,” said Warren. 


Dean Sentencing Is 
Scheduled Friday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - John 
W Dean III, the former White 
House counsel who becam e 
President Nixon s chief accuser 
and a key figure in the im­ 
peachment inquiry, will be sen­ 
tenced Friday for his part in 
the Watergate cover-up 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
District Court announced today 
that Judge John J. Sirica would 
impose sentence on the 34-year- 
old Dean, who pleaded guilty 
Oct. 19 to a single count of 
conspiracy to obstruct justice. 
He could receive as much as 
five years in prison and a fine 
of $10,000. 
Obtaining Dean’s guilty plea 
was the last major act of Archi­ 
bald Cox before he was fired as 
special W atergate prosecutor 
by Nixon Oct 20 in the so-called 
“ Saturday night m a ssa cre” 
that triggered the House im­ 
peachment inquiry. 
In sinking the bargain, Cox 
let Dean plead guilty to a single 
conspiracy count in return for 
his testimony as a government

grand juries and at criminal 
trials arising out of the scan­ 
dals.

Fire Board 
Adopts Budget 


A $1,669,360 budget for fiscal 
1974-75 was adopted last night 
by the Novato Fire Protection 
District board. 


The budget is more than dou­ 
ble the $802,975 budget for last 
fiscal year. 


The board set the tax rate at 
$1 17 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, or 48 cents more than the 
71 cent rate of last year. 


The increase was approved 
by the voters in the June 4 
primary election. 


The budget calls for $927,502 
in salaries, $548,289 frr capital 
outlay and $201,688 in mainte­ 
nance. 


Included in the capital outlay 
is a new fire station in Ignacio 
and three ambulances. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At the urging of a key 
Republican m em ber, the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee moved today toward recommending Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s im peachm ent on a third charge that 
he “ willfully disobeyed” its subpoenas for 147 
W atergate-related tapes. 


The proposal by Rep. Robert 
McClory of Illinois, the panel’s 
second-ranking 
R epublican, 
prompted charges of "political 
overkill” against the President 
and threatened to shatter the 
delicate coalition of Republi­ 
cans and southern Democrats 
that supported tu'O previous im­ 
peachment 
articles 
by large 
margins. 
P ro -im p e a c h m e n t fo rc e s 
stood to lose several pivotal 
Republicans over the issue, as 
well as Democrat W'alter Flow­ 
ers of Alabama. 
The com m ittee previously 
had favored by 27 to ll Nixon’s 
im peachm ent for o b stru ctin g 
justice in the W atergate cover­ 
up; and by 28 to IO for abusing 
his powers of office to violate 
the constitutional rights of pri­ 
vate citizens 
The first vote Saturday night, 
however, 
assured that Nixon 
would 
be the first president 
since 1868, and only the second 
in American history, to face 
im peachm ent proceedings on 
the House floor. 
The Judiciary C o m m ittee's 
sixth day of public im peach­ 
ment debate was devoted to 
individual m em bers’ proposed 
charges against Nixon 
These 
included the secret Cambodian 
bombing, underpaym ent of tax­ 
es 
and 
government expendi­ 
tures for im provements to his 
San Clemente and 
Key 
Bis­ 
cayne properties, and impound­ 
ment of congressionally author­ 
ized funds. 
In supporting his proposed 
indictment of Nixon for defying 
four committee tape subpoenas, 
McClory said the “prime exam ­ 
ple of ‘stonewalling’ is right 
here." He and some Democrats 
argued that the im peachment 
provision of the 
Constitution 
would be a dead letter should 
Congress perm it Nixon to de­ 
cide what evidence he could 
withhold 
“ This is really o v e rk ill,’’ 
complained 
Rep 
Charles 
W 
Sandman. 
R N J , 
a 
staunch 
Nixon defender who was joined 
by Railsback, a pro-impeaeh- 
ment Republican. 
"This committee has some­ 
how developed a rather fragile, 
bipartisan support" for the first 
tw o im p e a c h m e n t a r tic le s , 
Railsback said. "This would be 
political 
overkill, 
and 
you 
watch what happens to your 
fragile coalition.” 
Rep Charles E Wiggins, R- 
Calif., said "those who voted 
for the first two articles cannot 
have their cake and eat it too.’’ 
He said it was inconsistent to 
vote for im peachment twice on 
the basis of evidence, and then 
claim 
Nixon 
m ust 
be 
im ­ 
peached because the evidence 
was inadequate 
Other Republicans said the 
com m ittee should have joined 
W atergate Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaw orski in taking the 
subpoena issue to the Supreme 
C ourt 
for 
a 
decision 
But 
McClory and his backers said 
the House’s constitutional im­ 
p eachm ent pow ers, and its 
right to evidence, were unchal­ 
lenged 
"The power of im peachment 
given Congress must be consid­ 


ered 
a b so lu te ,” 
said 
Rep. 
Wayne Owens, D-Utah 
"Con­ 
gress must say to future presi­ 
dents that impeachment is au­ 
to m a tic 
if 
the 
P re s id e n t 
stonewalls Congress and refus­ 
es to yield evidence. ” 


McClory voted for the abuse 
of powers 
article last night 
after he successfully argued in 
private conversations with the 
Democrats that a proposed con­ 
tempt of Congress charge be 
removed and offered separate­ 
ly 
Under questioning, he said 
his charge could be dropped — 
even at the time of a Senate 
trial — if Nixon surrendered 
the subpoenaed evidence 


By a vote of 24 to 14, the 
committee amended McClory s 
article with language proposed 
by Rep. Ray Thornton, D-Ark., 
who said he wanted to limit it 
strictly to the impeachment is­ 
sue. 


"If we draw too broadly upon 
our pow er and authority,” 
Thornton said, “we might dis­ 
tort the balance of power and 
give the legislative branch un­ 
der its impeachment clause the 
authority to continually investi­ 
gate and determine the actions 
of mem bers of the executive or 
ju d icial branches of govern­ 
m ent.” 


The amended article charged 
th at 
Nixon “ w illfully diso­ 
beyed” four committee subpoe­ 
nas dated April ll, May 15 and 
30, and June 24 “without lawful 
cause or excuse.” 
It charged that Nixon, “sub­ 
stituting his judgment as to

Students Feel 
Loan Cutbacks 


Federal funds for aid to stu­ 
dents at College of Marin have 
been cut drastically this year, 
college officials said today. 


Administrators in the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare gave no reason for the 
cuts, Irwin P Diamond, college 
president said today. 


They only said the local col­ 
lege can apply again and may 
be eligible if there are more 
funds available later 


In the meantime, many needy 
students at the College of Marin 
will not receive grants, loans or 
work-study program money, ac­ 
cording to Elaine Overton, new 
director of financial aid at the 
college. 
She said some 700 students 
have applied for aid, but that 
only from 200 to 300 will receive 
help, and much of that at a 
lower level than last year. 
"There will be lesser sums 
for fewer students, " she said 
Last year about 350 students 
received federal aid at the col­ 
lege. 
There are three federal pro­ 
gram s in which aid is given. 
The heaviest funding is in the 
work-study program, in which 
the federal money pays up to 80 
per cent of a student’s salary. 
This program has been cut 37 
per cent, down to $32,078 from 
last year’s figure of $50,706 
S u p p le m e n ta ry e d u c a tio n 


grants (money which does not 
have to be repaid and which is 
given to students with the most 
need' have been cut 23 per cent. 
down to $15,131 from last y ear’s 
$19,590. 
The third program is direct 
student loans, which also was 
cut 37 per cent. Last year the 
fed eral governm ent allotted 
$16,555 to the College of Marin 
and this year, only $10,504. 
Local students still may ap­ 
ply to banks for federally in­ 
sured 7 per cent interest rate 
student loans. Mrs. O verton 
said, but she added that many 
banks discrim inate against old­ 
er students in these loans. 
She called “totally unfair" 
the practice of some 
banks 
which refuse student loans to 
students who are more than 25 
or 26 years old. This policy is 
very hard on the large numbers 
of m iddle-aged women who 
wish to gain an education and 
reenter the job m arket, she 
said 
Some banks also refuse loans 
to first-time freshmen, she said, 
and also require that applicants 
have had deposits in th eir 
banks for six months or more. 
D iam ond said, though, he 
thought banks soon will change 
some of these policies since 
"co lleg e student populations 
are different than they used to 
be" with many more older stu­ 
dents. 


Blackstone Canyon 


Purchase Approved 
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The Marinwood Community 
Services D istrict Board last 
night approved purchase of sce­ 
nic Blackstone Canyon as open 
space. 


Board 
m em bers agreed to 
pay $110,000 for the 25-acre 
parcel at the end of Blackstone 
and Valleystone drives, accord­ 
ing to Genevieve T. Bolding, 
district manager. 


The bulk of the land is owned 
by Julius T Selinger. although 
several other landowners are 
involved in the purchase, she 
said. 


Funds for the acquisition will 


come from the district’s $600,- 
000 open space bond issue ap­ 
proved by voters in 1972. The 
board had previously spent 
$322,000 of the fund for pur­ 
chase of about 160 acres, she 
noted. 
She said the canyon is often 
used by local school districts 
for outdoor activities and na­ 
ture hikes. 
In other business, the board 
approved plans for a pedestrian 
bridge to span Miller Creek 
The board next meets at 8 
p m tomorrow to consider em­ 
ployee pay hikes, she said.

It is hard to be sure at first 
glance that Dr 
G. W arren 
KJeinmaier of Kentfield is a 
psychiatrist. Judging by his of­ 
fice he could be a botanist, an 
electronics repairman or a car­ 
penter. 
As one steps through the lea­ 
fy foliage of his outer room, 
past pieces of equipment sitting 
discreetly by the wall, and over 
boards and tools in the hallway, 
one searches in vain for the 
stereotypical couch of the con­ 
ventional psychiatrist. 
But if Kleinmaier’s decor is 
unusual, 
his ideas are even 
more so. He is exploring the 
hazy borderline between psy­ 
chiatry and mysticism, an area 
he calls "metapsychiatry." 
"M ystical experiences are 
very real, and to deny them is 
very limiting,” he says. ‘‘Even 
scientists sometimes run away 
from this. But we need the 
courage to go towards the mys­ 
terious. to find what hidden 
truths are there 
“At the same time, we can’t 
run away from the logical We 
need to use the logical mind to 
bring the mystical into the light 
of day. 
“ What we’re searching for is 
a bridge between science and 
spirit We are focusing on self- 
re a liz a tio n 
and 
p erso n al 
growth, and not necessarily just 
treating problems." 
The area is largely uncharted 
(one publication insists he is 
“the w orld’s first m etapsy- 
chiatnst"! and KJeinmaier has 
been exploring it only four 
months. He has yet to publish 
his findings 
KJeinmaier makes heavy use 
of biofeedback equipment in his 
work. The instruments, which 
look at a glance like ordinary 
stereo amplifiers, keep track of 
a client’s brain waves while 
KJeinmaier observes. 
KJeinmaier says he is espe­ 
cially fascinated by the theta 
brain wave state, norm ally 
found in persons on the border­ 
line between waking and sleep 
"Ifs associated with creativity, 
but we don’t know exactly how 
yet." he says. 
With careful coaching, he 
guides clients into this tranquil 
state, then listens to their ob­ 
servations when they emerge 
He encourages them to write 
their thoughts in notebooks. 
The leafy outer office, which 
he calls an "Eden-like room," 
creates the mellow7, non-clinical 
atmosphere needed for activity 
like this, KJeinmaier believes. 
Omer props aid his search In

floating in (his atm osphere, 
sealed off from distractions, 
could look deeply into his own 
head. 
K leinm aier also is assem ­ 
bling libraries of books and 
tapes, from thinkers as diverse 
as Baba Ram Dass and S.I 
Hayakawa. Other projects are 
in the offing. 
“ People aren’t really expect­ 
ing this kind of approach," 
KJeinmaier says. “ I have to 
expose them in stages. They 
say, ‘Yeah, well, I hadn’t exact­ 
ly thought of it that way, but 
yeah, that’s the way it should 
be, so let’s go toward it.’ The 
reaction is primarily positive.” 
About three-quarters of his 
clients come to him seeking 
help on specific problems, but 
that is changing, Kleinmaier 
says More and more are seek­ 
ing “ nonproblem-onented en­ 
hancem ent of human poten­ 
tia l."

"Regenesis,” is one example. 
K leinm aier’s movement to­ 
ward ‘‘m etapsychiatry” was 
gradual. Now 51, he was origi­ 
nally a pediatrician, which led 
him into child psychiatry and 
eventually to other psychiatry. 
He was psychiatrist for three 
years at San Quentin Prison 
until fired last year. 
KJeinmaier was fired after he 
was reassigned by the prison’s 
chief psychiatrist to the prison 
adjustment center and refused 
to report for duty there Klein­ 
maier said he did not want to 
conduct a “program of therapy 
through a porthole,’’ in the cen­ 
ter where many of the prison's 
most troublesome inmates are 
held' 
He is reluctant to speak about 
his own mystical experiences, 
partly because he doesn’t want 
the tag "nut” applied to him or 
his work, and partly because he 
refuses to see the mystical as 
unusual. “They are the natural 
outcome of organic develop­ 
ment over tim e,” he says, "not 
sudden, foreign or imposed. " 
And the thing to do with 
them, since they are there, is to 
use the powers of science to 
explore them

Outgoing Economic Advisor Says 
Inflation Battle Far From Over 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hor 
bort Stein, outgoing chairman 
of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said today 
the main weapons in the fight 
against rising inflation must 
continuo to bo limiting both the 
money supply and government 
spending 
In testimony before Congress' 
Joint Economic Com mittee. 
Stein said the inflation battle 
may be longer and harder than 
expected, partly because of 
what he said was failure of 
everyone to appreciate the in­ 
tensity that tends to feed on 
itself 
He said the rates of increase 


in food and oil prices were 
abating, and that this would 
lead to a lower rate of inflation 
later in the year 
"But it must Ik? admitted that 
prices outside the food and fuel 
areas spurted more than many, 
including us, expected and our 
estimate of the inflation rate at 
the end of 1974 is higher than it 
once was, although we continue 
to believe it will be significantly 
lower than in the first half of 
the year,” Stein said 
He contended the administra­ 
tion was now on the right 
course and should stick with it 
"The instrum ents for re­

"We cannot here today make 
this record too replete with 
documentation that says once 
and for all that the bugaboo of 
national security will no longer 
suffice to intimidate the Con­ 
gress or scare the American 
people into condoning activi­ 


ties of the kind we have heard 
here in Article II of these pro­ 
ceedings." 
Two subpoints of Article II 
recom m end im peachm ent of 
Nixon on grounds he condoned 
electronic surveillance of citi­ 
zens and established the plumb­ 
ers to carry out a covert opera­ 
tion against Pentagon Papers 
defendant Daniel EUsberg —in 
violation of their constitutional 
rights. 
A motion to strike the sub- 
points was shouted down 
Nixon's defenders said that in 
1969, 1970 and 1971 while these 


things were done, the United 
States was in war in Vietnam 
and carrying on strategic arms 
limitation talks (SALT) —and 
secret 
reports 
were 
being 
leaked to newspapers. 
"There certainly is no ground 
for impeaching a President who 
acts to save the lives of our 
troops," said Rep. Carlos J. 
Moorhead. R-Calif. 
COP Reps. Charles E. Wig­ 
gins of California and Joseph J. 
Maraziti of New Jersey said 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, then Nixon’s nation­ 
al security affairs adviser, was 


very concerned about the leaks. 
The taps were placed on 
phones of about 21 National 
Security Agency and White 
House employes and reporters, 
as well as the P resident’s 
brother, Donald Nixon. 
Rep Don Edwards, D-Calif., 
chairman of the committee's 
Constitutional and Civil Rigtts 
subcommittee, said in many 
cases the conversations “ were 
those of citizens, their wives 
and children, chatting on the 
telephone, exchanging their 
joys. sorows and anxieties." 
Rep 
William E. Cohen, R- 


Maine, said “A man cannot set 
dogs loose with general instruc­ 
tions to stop and destroy leaks 
at any cost, and then say that 
he is not responsible when the 
consitutional rights of citizens 
are shredded in the process.” 
Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., 
said, “We've learned that in 
Russia you must never have a 
serious conversation without 
turning on the water or radio so 
the conversation cannot be 
heard by the secret listening 
devices. 
“ It is also an axiom that the 


telephone is tapped, so in Rus­ 
sia everyone takes long walks 
in the parks so they can com­ 
municate. It has become an 
article of faith in Russia that 
Big Brother the secret police 
are always listening 
“Now, we learn that in the 
late ‘60s and early ‘70s and 
possibly right up to this date, 
the secret police have been 
listening in America, only now 
they have special equipment to 
eliminate the noise of running 
water or loud radios. 
“ In Washington it has be­ 


come a sardonic joke to say 
that the phone is tapped when­ 
ever there is a strange noise on 
the line. 
“We have become a suspi­ 
cious people, afraid to talk free­ 
ly, not because what we say 
might prove we have commit­ 
ted a crime or endangered na­ 
tional security but because our 
political enemies might use this 
information against us. 
"Mr. Chairman, the Nixon 
White House made the secret 
police a reality in this coun­ 
try.”

Music Program Has 
Widespread Appeal 


Last spring, the Forest Mead­ 
ows Center of the Arts was 
established at Dominican Col­ 
lege in San Rafael to prepare a 
special summer program with 
a twofold purpose: 
One was to assemble and 
provide advanced education to 
young, serious-minded musi­ 
cians from all over the country, 
£ged 14 to 19. The other was to 
provide public participation in 
the summer festival of concerts 
as well as in the lectures and 
seminars. 


BOTH GOALS are about to 
reach fruition in the Forest 
Meadows Center’s 10-day sum­ 
mer music program, which will 
open Friday, Aug. 2 and contin­ 
ue through Sunday, Aug. ll. 
The response from both stu­ 
dents and instructors has been 
tremendous, according to Au­ 
drey Jarach, executive director 
of the Forest Meadows Center, 
who a year ago accompanied 
M arin’s teen-age O rchestra 
Piccola in a triumphant tour 
through Italy and perform ­ 
ances to sellout corw'ds at the 
Festival of Two Worlds at Spo- 
leto. 
The Forest Meadows Center 
program this year has assem­ 
bled IO5 young musicians, with 
screening to select the most 
gifted and those ready to 
launch their musical careers. 
This in turn drew top ranking 
instructors from throughout the 
country and inquiries from 
abroad. 


THE WIDESPREAD appeal 
of the program is evidenced by 
the number of students from 
outside the Bay Area. Of the 
105 enrolled, only 33 are from

Marin and 15 others from the 
Bay Area. The other 57 are 
from Southern California or out 
of state. 
“We’ve had phone calls out of 
New York from top instructors 
willing to come here to teach,” 
said Mrs. Jarach. “The teach­ 
ers are excited because of the 
.caliber of students. We even 
received a letter from a teach­ 
er in Paris who is interested in 
teaching in the summer pro­ 
gram next year.” 


ALMOST ALL activities are 
open to the public during the 
10-day program, which is divid­ 
ed into three categories: Con­ 
certs by students and profes­ 
sional artists; master classes, 
lectures and seminars which 
are open to observers; and four 
observer days (Aug. 5, 6, 7 and 
9) during which the public may 
attend some or all of the 
events. 
Free noon concerts will be 
held daily at 12:30 p.m. in 
Caleruega Meadows near the 
dining hall, and paid concerts 
will be held at Forest Meadows 
A m phitheater from the 2nd 
through the 8th. 
The program will include 
American music, from colonial 
to jazz and even some Appala­ 
chian mountain music. 


INFORMATION ON the pro­ 
gram and tickets are available 
at the Forest Meadows Center 
office at Dominican College. 
Participation by the public will 
assure success for a worthy 
undertaking that has gained 
national attention and will add 
to Marin’s reputation as a cen­ 
ter for stimulation of talent and 
appreciation of music. 


Dumping Of Milk Is Galling 
But Let's Hear Other Side

The picture of 23,000 gallons of fresh 
milk, with a retail value of $38,000, being 
spilled down the drain must have soured 
many people on the slogan “ Milk has 
something for everybody.” 
For. even in the best of times, the 
thought of destroying food of any kind is 
repugnant to the Yankee upbringing of 
most persons. When it occurs in a period 
of high unemployment and high costs of 
milk (and everything else) it is even more 
galling. 


SO THE RECENT widely publicized 
dumping of surplus milk at an L A. w ater 
pollution control plant by the California 
Milk Producers Association, a farm er’s 
cooperative, brought an angry reaction. 
What is the explanation for so seemingly 
an inexcusable waste of food0 
The dairy industry in California is big, 
with producers grossing an annual $840 
million in milk and milk products. And it 
has more state agencies ministering to it 
than a dog has fleas. In addition to the 
Milk Advisory Board, which spends $4 
million annually advertising the virtues 
of milk, there is the California Dairy 
Council, the Milk Marketing Enforcement 
Bureau, the Milk Pooling Bureau, and the 
Milk Stabilization Bureau 
Despite all 
these agencies regulating milk, including 
the price of milk. 
production is not 
regulated. 


NORMALLY, throughout the y ear. 
milk production in excess of fresh milk 
m arket dem ands is channelled into milk 
products such as ice cream , cheese and 
powdered milk And the plants process­ 
ing these products are geared to an 
efficient level operation year around 
But, as Dr Jed Adams, in charge of 
the D epartm ent of A griculture’s milk 
m arketing program explains. “The pro­ 
duction peak comes at the time of the 
year when consumption is lowest. The 
dairy herds are at their highest produc­ 
tion in the spring, declining with the

mummer hot w eather to the lowest point 
in October But consumption start declin­ 
ing in May and doesn't pick up until 
Septem ber.” 


ADAMS RELATES this drop in milk 
usage to the school recess and vacation 
travelling, together with the tendency of 
most people to drink ades and pop during 
the sum m er hot weather rather than 
milk. 
During these periods the milk 
product plants reach their capacities and. 
on occasion, are unable to handle all of 
the milk produced. 
He said 
the industry is constantly 
encouraging the expansion of milk plant 
capacities to handle “spring flush" sur­ 
pluses. “ But it is a vicious circle. As 
plant capacities expand the operators 
demand greater production to maintain 
year around operational levels. As the 
herds are increased to meet the demands 
the plants again reach the point where 
they are unable to handle unusual sur­ 
pluses.” 


AS ADAMS points out, there is no way 
to hold fresh milk surpluses until they 
can be processed “ When the spring flush 
hits, unfortunately there are times when 
there is more milk than the plants can 
process ” 
So the 23,000 gallons surplus could not 
be processed and had to be dumped 
There was no way to give it away. It was 
raw milk which would have had to have 
been pasteurized for human consumption 
as well as being packaged in containers. 
This would 
have cost 
the producers 
another $4,500 on top of the $12,000 loss 
they were already faced with due to their 
inability to m arket the milk. 


COULD NOT the milk have been given 
to state and county institutions0 Such 
places are already regular milk custom­ 
ers and giving them the surplus would 
only have displaced their normal deliv­ 
eries thereby creating another surplus so 
nothing would have been gained 
As Adams concedes, “On the face of it 
the industry’s image gets a black eye. 
But, when viewed in the proper perspec­ 
tive, the amount dumped wasn’t that big 
a thing It was less than one-half of one 
per cent of the state’s total daily produc­ 
tion.

Grazing On Hillside 
Was Considered 


Regarding your front page report of 
July 22, concerning the m ajor grass fire 
on the hills of the community of Upper 
Lucas Valley, the article pointed out a 
contributing cause for the fire was divi­ 
sion among residents over whether or not 
to graze the open-space in an attem pt to 
reduce the grass level on the hills. As is 
usual in these cases the other side of the 
picture was not clearly presented. 
There is no doubt that the community 
of Upper Lucas Valley is divided on the 
issue of grazing cattle to reduce the fire 
hazard in the hills. The Board of Direc­ 
tors of the Lucas Valley Homeowners 
A ssociation and ad visory com m ittees 
from the community have worked hard 
and long 
to resolve this 
issue. 
For 
example, the Board requested an exhaus­ 
tive study of the problem and a detailed 
report was presented this spring. In the 
report scientists from the University of 
San Francisco, San Francisco State Uni­ 
versity and the California Academy of 
Science made individual studies of our 
hills and ail recommended against graz­ 
ing. To add to the problem, agricultural 
specialists from the University of Califor­ 
nia Extension and Marin County together 
with the Marin County fire chief have 
recom m ended g razing. The scien tists 
have pointed 
out that with or without 
grazing, 
fire 
is part 
of the natural 
environment of our oak-grassland hills 
Fires are more frequent today because of 
the suburban development into these 
areas. While grazing would reduce to 
some extent the fire hazard, there are 
many additional problems that must be 
taken into account before a community 
can wed itself to a long term grazing 
contract. 
The cost of 
fencing, m ainte­ 
nance of water supply, liability insurance 
and year round access to the hills are 
m atters that the community is struggling 
with at the moment. 
Instead of grazing the 
hills, some 
individuals in the community have urged 
that certain steps be taken each year to 
reduce fire hazards and m aintain our 
hills in their natural state. While the 
grazing issue was being discussed this 
spring, an advisory committee, through 
the Board of Directors, sent a letter to all 
homeowners bordering the hills asking 
them to cut back the tall grass behind 
their homes and to clear any debris in 
the area. An inspection of the hills a 
month or so later revealed that only a 
few perim eter homeowners made any 
effort to reduce the fire hazard 
The 
Board then requested the community to 
join together for a weekend of clean-up 
on the hills around the perim eter. The 
date set was the week before the fire. 
Seven persons turned out on Saturday 
and two on Sunday! 
The three fires which have swept the 
hills of Lucas Valley in the past two 
years were all started by youngsters in 
the community. Our research has shown 
that we will continue to have grass fires 
with or without cattle on the hills. It 
seems to me therefore, that now the fire 
danger has passed for this year, we 
should not be stampeded into a hasty 
decision on grazing as might be encour­ 
aged by your July 22 article. It is my 
firm conviction that in the long run we 
will find that the cultivation within our 
community of an environmental aware­ 
ness, enjoyment and respect of our open- 
space, is far less expensive and far more 
enjoyable than environmental correction.

There are intelligent and honest people 
who keep saying that the impeachment 
process is a political one. 


This is tragic. It ought to be a judicial 
process. Political suggests partisan. But 
the issues are far deeper. They are issues 
of right and wrong, as examined in the 
light of the American Constitution. The 
examination ought to transcend every 
element of partisanship. 


IT IS understandable, it is tactically 
legitimate, that President Nixon in self- 
defense seeks to arouse the partisanship 
of his fellow Republicans and of the 
Democrats who agree ideologically with 
him 
But every member of Congress, 
every thoughtful citizen, ought to look 
beyond partisanship to the only real 
issues that are involved. 


In discussing the setting aside of Albert 
Jenner. counsel to the Republican minori­ 
ty in the House Judiciary Committee, 
Rep. 
Robert 
McClory, 
second-ranking 
Republican on the Committee, put the 
issue in its starkly partisan terms. He 
said 
“He (Mr. Jenner) has taken a 
strong position pro-impeachment entirely 
in line with the Democratic leadership 
. . Consequently, in order that the Re­ 
publicans can be served, we need the 
action of the partisan service of Mr. 
Garrison." 


THESE ARE the terms in which the 
issue is now being put. It is deplorable. It 
is wrong. If you are a good Democrat, 
the attitude implies, you will vote against 
Mr. Nixon. If you’re a good Republican, 
you will vote for him. Such strategy may 
not even be the most helpful to the 
President’s cause 
It almosts suggests 
the inevitability of a majority vote for 
impeachment in the House, even if if 
would permit the eking out of one-third 
and one against conviction in the Senate. 
Every effort will be made. I should 
suppose, to continue this atmosphere of 
partisanship, whether or not it is the 
most effective method of serving the 
President’s cause

partisanship. If the House votes impeach­ 
ment, the Senate must assume the status 
of the most solemn and ultimate court in 
the land. The Chief Justice of the United 
States (that is his proper title, not chief 
justice of the Supreme Court) will be 
presiding. 
It would be refreshing, it would be 
right, if the chief voices for or against 
impeachment should be from across the 
partisan aisle. 


IT IS QUITE proper, of course, that the 
members of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee who oppose impeachment should 
have a stout legal voice making their 
case. But it should not be made simply 
by Republicans for Republicans. Similar­ 
ly when the issue reaches the House, and 
if it comes to the Senate, the defense 
should be fully effective but not partisan. 
Even those who regard the impeach­ 
ment 
process as 
political, 
as distin­ 
guished from partisan, are surely wrong. 
The judgment as to whether crimes have 
been committed should not be a political 
one, but an evaluation of the law and the 
facts from a strictly judicial standpoint. 
This principle applies especially if the 
narrow definition of an impeachable of­ 
fense is adopted, the position advocated 
by the President’s lawyer. If a broader 
approach is held — whether or not the 
President has “take(n) care that the laws 
be 
faithfully executed" — the same 
principle should apply. 


BEHIND POLITICS, behind partisan 
ship, stands public opinion. There, still 
more than in Congress, it seems to me 
that a nonpartisan approach tends to 
apply. Only to a limited degree have 
Americans divided on partisan lines. But 
there is too much of it, even so. 
I have no doubt that these hopes to 
escape partisanship are utopian Possibly 
they are naive. In the end, I believe 
enough of the need for strictly and 
stern ly detached judiciousness will 
em erge in Congress and in public opinion 
so that the nation will achieve the deci­ 
sion if deserves 


One Of Watergate Ironies: 
Ike Got By But Not Nixon 


WASHINGTON, DC 
great ironies of W atergate is that Rich­ 
ard Nixon has often, in the past, lauded 
Dwight Eisenhower for being a man of 
high moral principles. Yet he disagrees 
with the way Eisenhower dealt with his 
biggest problem of ethnic: Sherman Ad­ 
am s and the charges that he had traded 
influence of a vicuna coat. 
General Eisenhower did little to save 
his long-time, loyal, and able chief of 
staff. Mr Nixon thinks he should have 
protected Mr Adams, that he owed this 
to his No. I aide. And the tapes disclose 
that it was this Nixon effort to stand by 
his top people that has served to give his 
actions the flavor of a cover-up if, indeed, 
that isn t precisely what did occur 


BUT THERE ARE other ironies. There 
is the recent report that Charles Colson 
had told a private investigator that Mr 
Nixon believes the CIA planned and 
carried out the W atergate break in as a 
device for getting back at the President 
for reducing the agency’s power 
This 
Colson report, truth or myth, has not 
brought about any noticeable distress on 
the part of high-pnnciples conservatives 
who usually are quick to go to the 
defense of the CIA. 


NORM/ALLY YOU would hear strong 
assertions of the un challengable Ameri­ 
canism and impeccable deportm ent of 
the CIA, coming from the right But since 
this break-in rationale might provide an 
“out" for the President, these conserva­ 
tive voices are silent. Columnist Joseph 
Kraft has noted this irony. 


BUT THERE ARE ironies that show up 
in 
the liberals, 
too 
They applauded 
Eisenhower’s use of executive privilege 
for not producing information asked for 
by McCarthy-Senate investigative hear­ 
ings that were aimed at the alleged 
internal Communist threat of that period. 
Yet those who took that view then are

THE LIBERALS of the early ’50’s 
severely criticized the McCarthy hear­

aide Pat Buchanan is depicted as a bigot

— and that blacks had voted overwhelm­ 
ingly against Mr Nixon in 1972. He says 
the irony here is that his critics are the 
same ones who would be horrified if a 
black in the South were convicted by an 
all-white jury. 
One cannot conclude of course that just 
because blacks voted against the Presi­ 
dent they would not give him a fair 
hearing. They very well could and very

But blacks generally have 
felt that Mr

The retreat, which cost $250 
to $300, was paid for by the

Act and was held under the 
auspicies of Hayward State 
University.

city hall, what happened? Noth­ 
ing! 
The remaining peons carried 
on the work, and there was no 
noticeable difference in the 
functioning of the government. 
It would have been a good 
thing if the council had made a 
sudden effeciency check on the 
city hall They might have dis­ 
covered that they have hired 
too m any chiefs and not enough 
Indians. 


AT THE COST of some $24, 
OOO, a bicycle path is being

Inc.,

several suits over the past few 
years. 
T e le c o m m u n ic a tio n s , she 
said, sells and leases telephone 
equipment and is competitive 
with the Bell system in that 
field. 
" I would put it in term s of 
economic retaliation,” she said 
“ I believe I have a genuine 
cause of action and I hope they 
realize this is a serious issue." 
Miss Hirsch said as soon as 
she called the m atter to the 
telephone company’s attention, 
they put her name in the second 
press run of the printed tele­ 
phone directory and in the in­ 
formation listings.

"The issue was very sim ple," 
he said. 
"S h e changed her 
place of business. She called 


June 24 to the business office to 
tell them the number was still 
incorrectly listed."

We’ve all seen pictures of 
Super Family rafting through 
the white waters of Am erica’s 
wildest rivers. 
laughing and 
waiving to the camera. 
See how brown they are' How 
1 unafraid! 
How at-home with 
naturel 
Such a picture started this 
writer s annual flight of fancy, 
whereby my family is to con­ 
vert immediately from an insu­ 
lated. comfort-ridden routine to 
a 
life where 
we prove our 
mettle 
in the battle against 
nature. Goodbye to television, 
clean sheets and indoor plumb­ 
ing. Find me a place where 
we ll walk instead of ride, 
where people 
eat 
roots and 
berries instead of fried chicken 
from a red-and-white box. 
This Marin family signed up 
for a weekend rafting trip on 
the Stanislaus River More than 
a thousand other families or 
singles will have done so by the 
time summer is over 
By return mail we received a 
receipt for monies paid <C $60 
per adult. $48 per child* and a 
list of things-to-bring that ri­ 
valed any summer camp list I 
have 
ever 
struggled 
with 
Gamely we hit the surplus store 
to buy metal cups ^with belt 
hooks*, 
losable 
forks 
and 
knives, plastic ground covers, 
sunhats (with tie under the 
chm*, 
a respectable sleeping 
bag for mother 
We packed 
suntan lotion, insect repellent, 
and cocktails (for mother) in 
unbreakable plastic containers. 
Unable to cope all-at-once 
with the concept of wilderness, 
mother also had her hair fixed 
and spent the last packing # 
hours Irving to decide what 
shirt looked most fetching with 
which pair of slacks. 


WITH 
A 
station 
wagon 
packed to the gunwales, we 
(mother, boy, IO, boy 13) left 
civilization behind and drove 
off to our adventure in the 
wilderness 
We 
bumped 
right into a 
crowd On this particular Satur- 
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day morning at 8 a m., there 
were already about IOO adven- 
ture-seekers on hand — with a 
Steady stream yet to arrive at 
the approved gathering place 
for Stan islaus R iver-rafters, 
Parrott's Ferry, a few miles 
outside the town of Sonora. 
The bronze young “ god,” who 
was to lead our expedition of 23, 
directed us to repack our gear 
in waterproof bags which he 
supplied 
The careful packing 
of the night before' was de­ 
stroyed in five feverish min­ 
utes. 
To the 
bottom of the 
waterproof bags went all the 
articles we would truly need 
and would not find again until 
the trip was over 
Then the 
bags were tossed into the back 
of a truck, followed shortly in 
the same random disarray by 
the 23 adventurers. Feeling not 
unlike a consignment of cattle 
we swayed and slid as the truck 
twisted its way 12 miles upriver 
to the put-in spot (there’s no 
way out now, till you back to 
Parrott's Ferry). 
Five huge oval rubber rafts, 
spanned in midsection by a 
boatsman’s perch, awaited us 
there. 
W aterproof bags (and d is­ 
tinctly unwaterproofed people) 
were distributed in the rafts — 
three in front, two in back, 
boatman amidship. Five aging 
young men, who had left their 
wives and their inhibitions at 
home, promptly began a water 
fight with the bailing buckets. 
Gone, gone was mother’s hair­ 
do Gone, momentarily was her 
disposition.

The rafts were cut loose from 
their rope tethers, and in mo­ 
ments, land-based concerns 
were lost in the deluge. Into the 
rapids we coursed, our boatmen 
sure-handed and slightly superi­ 
or as they heard the first 
scream s of joy and excitement, 
our first shocked gasps as cold 
water came washing into the 
rafts. They were quick to an­ 
nounce that we were heading 
toward such scary-named ob­ 
stacles as Devil’s Staircase and 
Widow Maker Rock All but our 
fiv e te m p o ra ry b a ch elo rs 
stopped cheering and held on 
for dear life. 


THERE WAS no time to en­ 
joy the wilderness scenery. We 
were bailing We were bracing. 
We were asking anxious ques­ 
tions like 
“ Do we have to go 
through THAT'’ " 


“ If you fall in." our boatman 
had cautioned, “ just relax, lie 
back in your life preserver, 
point your legs downstream, 
and coast. We ll pick you up.” 


Hah. When tied up at lunch­ 
tim e, we watched a young 
woman chute past. She wasn’t 
relaxed. She was screaming. 
Her legs weren’t pointed down­ 
stream 
They were, like the 
rest of her body, going round 
and round and frequently un­ 
der. 


But boatm en indeed know 
what they are doing Our young 
man quickly untied our raft, 
overtook the frightened woman, 
dragged her aboard, and depos­ 
ited her at a calm riverbank 
downstream, where her rafting 
party picked her up. 
Meanwhile, we watched in 
amazement as our boatmen un­ 
loaded food from huge tin box­ 
es. prepared hearty meat and 
cheese sandwiches, lemonade 
and a fresh fruit salad 
They did everything so easi­ 
ly 
our confidence came seep­ 
ing back (We wer told. too. that 
the worst of the rapids was 
behind us.) 


IN THE AFTERNOON there 
was a stopover to swim in a 
tributary- of the Stanislaus, to 
explore caves and waterfalls, to 
see 
Indian 
grounds and the 
leavings of an abandoned min­ 
ing operation. There were a few 
peaceful stretch es of w ater, 
where we could enjoy the spec­ 
tacular scenery of the canyon 
walls. 
At 
dinnertim e, 
around 
a 
campfire where steaks and pi­ 
laf and shortcake was being 
cooked, there was much discus­ 
sion of the effort to stave off the 
proposed Melones Dam down­ 
river, which would drown our 
route and IOO feet of the canyon 
walls in stored water (a yes-or- 
no measure will be on the ballot 
in November.) 
At dinnertime, too, the cock­ 
tails came out. and a considera­ 
bly mellowed group, all ages 
and backgrounds, began to 
sing, swap stories and explore 
the wooded slope 
Our camp spot, unmarked, 
but acknowledged by other raf­ 
ters as our territory, was scru­ 


pulously clean of refuse despite 
having been used at least twice 
a week during the season We 
were initiated into the use of 
the portable 
toilet, 
unloaded 
from one of the rafts and res­ 
tashed aboard the next morn­ 
ing. 
Food scraps, too, 
went 
back on board, in metal con­ 
tainers. Even cigaret butts had 
to be carried out with us. 


A night under the stars, a 
hearty breakfast in the morn­ 
ing. and we were back on the 
river 
By now we were more aware 
of other river traffic — and 
there was plenty. A few one- 
man rafts went by. Adventure­ 
some souls in wet suits, lying 
on or straddling inflated mats, 
zipped by in great numbers. 
O c c a sio n a lly , 
on 
c a lm e r 
stretches, a swimmer attempt­ 
ed a quick flight downstream 
There were paddleboats galore 
— huge rafts where eight or 
more oarsmen straddled the 
side and, amateur or not, tried 
to navigate the white water 
Rafting parties like our own 
went by.their boats bearing 
such names as Adventures Un­ 
lim ite d , W 'ilderness W orld, 
American River Touring Asso­ 
ciation 


AMONG SE E K E R S of the 
rough life, we were definitely in 
the luxury class, with our own 
boatmen and catered meals. 
We learned at lunchtime we 
were only two m iles from 
‘ hom e’’ at P arro tt's F erry. 
Faces fell By now it was fun; 
by now we knew’ we would 
survive and were lusting after 
more hazardous waters. 
But 
after a few serene stretches 
(not to be despised* and a 
drenching run through Chicken 
Falls, we were back at our 
starting point. 
What’s the lesson'’ 
A river trip is fun 
A river 
trip can be hazardous, particu­ 
larly in early June when the 
rivers are high. 
But licensed boat operators 
know their rivers, know the 
ways of the “ wilderness’’, and 
offer a weekend (or more) 
that s truly a departure from 
city life. 
Just one caution to mother: 
Don’t bother to get your hair 
done. 


Survey Results On 
Women's Status 
Being Received 


Results of a survey by an ad 
hoc committee researching the 
need for a commission on the 
status of women 
in Sonoma 
County are beginning to come 
in. reports Ann Byrd, chairman 
of the committee. 
Those areas most frequently 
checked for action include edu­ 
cational opportunities, housing 
for single women, special needs 
of the elderly, concerns a mi­ 
nority women, rape and other 
crim es against women, a tti­ 
tudes of labor unions and full 
participation of women in un­ 
ions, job training and counsel­ 
ing, credit problems and wom­ 
en prisoners. 
Also checked were employ­ 
ment opportunities for all wom­ 
en regardless of age; special­ 
ized counseling and information 
service for women in the legal,

Sonoma State College has an 
unusual school spirit. It may 
not be visible to those who rate 
spirit with school songs and 
cheerleaders, but it’s the type 
of enthusiasm that the college’s 
new president understands very 
well. 
“ People love this place,” said 
Dr. Marjorie Downing Wagner, 
there’s “ great optimism and 
affection for this institution.” 
In many respects, this smil­ 
ing, open woman is a departure 
from the picture of the isolated 
college president. She is a wom­ 
an who rates the words “ emo­ 
tion” and “ individualism" high 
in her working vocabulary’, and 
she is an administrator who 
won’t sit in a spacious office 
making decisions for a student 
body with which she isn’t in 
touch. 
She is the first woman ever to 
head a public, four-year college 
in California, a fact she feels 
will 
encourage other women 
educators. It may also be possi­ 
ble that she is the first woman 
president of a public college or 
university in the country 
She has been an educator for 
32 years and believes in honest 
rapport between students and 
faculty. She also supports her 
own parable that “ what I learn 
is what I want to learn affected 
by how I feel.” 
Dr 
Wagner wants to be a 
“ living part of the institution,” 
and she is already searching 
for that open “ back door" so 
students can come and go free­ 
ly with complaints, suggestions 
and hints for a closer-knit, re­ 
sponsive college environment. 
Although few of the 5,500 stu­ 
dent population is on campus 
now. the ones Dr. W'agner has 
talked to are those she “ is most 
interested in.” “ The students 
are very independent,” she 
judged, and when they’re inde­ 
pendent, they're “ highly moti­ 
vated, open to new ideas, inter­ 
ested in consultation," and she 
stressed, “ not tim id." 
While she admits she hasn’t 
been there long enough to as­ 
sess the mood of the campus 
(she arrived July I), Dr. Wag­ 
ner is impressed by a point of 
view that she sees as a direct 
spinoff from the college’s hu­ 
m anistic psychology d ep art­ 
ment. 
It focuses on “ individualized, 
humane goals. . .methods that 
are essential.” That’s the thing 
“ that has permeated the cam ­ 
pus,” said the 57-year-old form­ 
er English professor and acting 
president of Scripps College in 
Claremont.

this is a really impor­ 
tant thing in this mechanized, 
technological civilization; an 
extraordinary thing," she said 
with excitement 
She is not a newcomer to a 
school where the student body 
has a reputation for independ­ 
ence. 
As a professor in an 
experim ental college within 
Brooklyn College. Dr. Wagner 
said she was involved in an 
“ educational situation that was 
innovative and experim ental, 
where all the students were 
involved.” 
“ That’s why I’m here,” she 
emphasized, "Students have to 
feel, they have to want to 
learn.’’ Her enthusiasm for in­ 
novative trends in education 
has led to adamant support of 
New College in Sausalito where 
she has just agreed to be a 
member of the Board of Re­ 
gents. 
A “ city person” whose inter­ 
ests are opera, the arts and 
music, Dr 
Wagner, who will 
live in Santa 
Rosa, 
is still 
sensitive to a major concern at 
Sonoma State, its rural atmos­ 
phere That, she hopes, will not 
be changed “ There’s much to 
be said about the architecture,” 
she added, 
saying that new 
buildings on campus will be 
“ low profile” and “ much more 
in keeping with the setting ” 
While the volunteer army and 
social attitudes have added to a 
decrease in college enrollments 
around 
the country, Sonoma 
State 
is 
keeping a 
steady 
growth pattern The college will 
grow but at a slower rate, said 
Dr Wagner, pointing to prelim-

inary projections of between 
6,000 and 8,000 students. 
She is slightly amused at the 
publicity surrounding her ap­ 
pointment, laughing at the ex­ 
pectations of people waiting to 
see what a woman president 
will look like. 
Yet she is sensitive to wom­ 
en’s needs. “ As a woman, I am 
sensitive to the priorities wom­ 
en have,” she said, and one of 
these priorities is child care. A 
child care facility, she added. 
will be included in the new 
College Union building. 
A woman has to give up 
everything to care for her child, 
said Dr. Wagner, the mother of 
three teen-agers. There has to 
be some sort of place, “ a sup­ 


portive place" for the child, she 
said, that has both education 
and health programs. 
“ Women have always been 
second," said Dr. Wagner of 
career opportunities, although 
she believes Sonoma State is 
one of the few places where a 
woman could be appointed 
president. 
"We need a woman chancel­ 
lor som etim e," she said at first 
wi th 
h e s i t a n c y , 
a d d i n g , 
“ There s no reason why not ” 
There is not the proportion of 
women administrators in our 
schools that there should be. 
she continued “ When you get 
into the top (areas of manage­ 
ment and education) you find so 
few women.” 


“ There’s no question of the 
fact that men are still suspi­ 
cious of women,” she said. " It’s 
just plain there. 


“ I’ve certainly encountered, 
and am certain to encounter, 
discrimination in some form ,” 
she added. 
“ People are sur­ 
prised that women can be as 
good in a job as a man. They’re 
always under a test. . .(women) 
have to be twice as good.” 
Dr. Wagner has seen three 
decades of students during her 
teaching career. While each 
generation of students has had 
its merits, the students and 
atmosphere of colleges today 
excite her. 
“ Students are probably less 
authoritarian, less mindlessly 
respectful of authority. They 
question authority. . .they have 
a greater sense of responsibili­ 
ty,” she said. The idea of a 
“ four-year ivory tower is way 
outdated . .” 
As president, Dr. W’agn er 
sees her job as making the 
college responsive to both the 
community, the state and the 
student. 
At present, she is involved in 
two issues confronting the col­ 
lege The audit on the financial 
aides office is still being con­ 
ducted after last year’s discov­ 
ery that the college had given 
out close to a million dollars to 
students who did not meet fi­ 
nancial requirem ents. W’hile 
this is going on, the school will 
still receive funding for stu­ 
dents in need, said Dr Wagner. 
No decision on how to pay back 
the money can be made until 
the audit is com plete, she 
stresses. 
The school has also dropped 
out of Western Conference ath­ 
letic com petition because of 
lack of funds. Dr W’agner, who 
announced this withdrawal last 
week, said they are looking into 
the possibility of staying in 
without a football team, one of 
the eight sports 
required in 
conference rules. 
The school 
has withdrawn for a year, she 
said, while a study is being 
conducted on ways to finance 
inter-collegiate competition. 
“ All institutions are slow to 
move,” said Dr. W’agner, of the 
future, “ (We) have to be sure 
education is the central concern 
(and that it is) kept alive and 
responsive ”

easy. I took the doors and 
hardware off, opening the clos­ 
et to the room, painting the 
insides in bright white and an 
accent color to emphasize the 
diagonal ceiling. 
For the floor I covered three 
large foam pads. 3 inches thick, 
cut to fit the entire closet floor, 
wall to wall These I covered in 
a bold cotton stripe with zip­ 
pers; the pattern crosses the 
narrow dimension of the closet, 
giving it more visual width It 
is inviting and has the built in 
pleasure of a space where no 
shoes are allowed 
Just for privacy, I designed a 
screen 
with 
three 
hinged 
frames made of one-by-twos. 
The frames are covered on both 
sides with the same washable 
cotton fabric I used on the 
floor, but they are applied to 
the frames with velcro, that 
miracle closer 
The whole 
screen is on casters so it can 
easily be moved into a strategic 
cover-up spot when an impor­ 
tant party caucus is under way 
under the stairs. 
A tension-pole lamp inside the 
former closet can be adjusted 
to illuminate even the most 
acute angle of this strange new 
room — pillows of bright pat­ 
terns 
A hook strip for handy hang­ 
ups and a changing poster dis­ 
play help convert this tiny left­ 
over into a happy hideaway for 
two very young ladies, where 
they can entertain their diminu­ 
tive friends in the smallest of 
rooms, scaled to a child’s fun 
and pleasure.

Georgia Mayor Fined In Shooting 


MACON, Ga (UPI) - A fed­ 
eral judge has ruled Mayor 
Ronnie Thompson’s “shoot to 
kill” order for police contribut­ 
ed to a young man s wounds 
and ordered Thompson to join a 
policeman in paying $50,000 to 
the boy who was shot. 


U.S. District Judge Wilbur 
Owens y e ste rd a y o rdered 
Thompson and patrolman Rog­ 
er Hall to pay $25,000 each as 
the result of the wounding of 12- 
vear-old Quinton David Palmer, 
Feb. 18, 1973. 


The judge directed the money 


be paid individually by Thomp­ 
son, a candidate for governor, 
and Hall, and that it not be paid 
from the city treasury. 


Owens said Thompson's order 
instructed police to “shoot first 
and ask questions later” while 
investigating robberies and bur­ 
glaries 
if 
there 
were

“slightest indications” the offi­ 
cer would be harmed He said 
Thompson had abused his au­ 
thority as head of the fire and 
police departments.

Pring at' the youth in self de­ 
fense He said he and another 
policeman answered a call to 
where some boys were report­ 
edly shooting birds and it ap­ 
peared at one time as if Palmer 
was turning toward him with a 
rifle.

day to approve a $475,000 out-of- 
couft settlement of a civil suit 
charging former Gov.

Unlike a three-speed, with its 
gears buried in the rear hub, 
10-speed gear changers are out 
in the open, which makes them 
simple to adjust and repair. 
They are called by the French 
name, “ derailleur,” because 
they derail the chain to move it 
from one sprocket to another. 


In principle, both front and 
rear derailleurs do the same 
job. But because the rear one 
selects among five gears and 
also has the task of keeping the 
chain taut, it is more compli­ 
cated. 


The best way to understand 
how derailleurs work is to 
watch them in action. Block up 
the real wheel of your bike so it 
spins freely. Shift through the 
gears while turning the pedals. 


The front shifter is a cage 
around the chain with flat 
plates on either side. These are 
curved to push the chain 
smoothly from one sprocket to 
another. 
The rear derailleur is basical­ 
ly a box with two sides missing 
and pivots at each of four 
corners. This is used because 
as if moves if keeps the jockey 
wheels lined up with the gears 
so the chain will not bind. 
Better derailleurs have two 
adjustment screws. (Others 
have only one.) They limit the 
distance the cage can travel. 
Most derailleur problems come 
from it slipping out of adjust­ 
ment 
or from 
weakened 
springs. Only when these are 
not corrected do bigger prob­ 
lems develop 
The rear gearshift has three 
springs (see illustration). The 
traversing spring pushes the 
derailleru out as the cable is 
loosened The others keep the 
chain in tension 
Here are a few common prob­ 
lems. 
Shifts 
beyond 
the 
small 
sprocket. Caused by slipping 
adjustment screw. Center the 
cage over the sprocket. Tighten 
the right limit screw until it 
becomes difficult to turn. Shift 
back and forth, making sure 
the cage does not rub when the 


chain is on the inside back 
sprocket. 
Does not shift onto small 
sprocket. There are two possi­ 
ble problems here. It may be 
that the adjustment screw is 
too tight. Loosen a turn at a 
time. The other possibility is 
that the control cable is too 
tight. In this case, shift chain 
on the sprocket. Loosen anchor 
bolt. Push gearshift lever as far 
forward as possible. 
Shifts beyond large sprocket. 
Tighten adjustment screw. 
Does not shift onto large 
sprocket. Again, two possibili­ 
ties. First check adjustment. 
Control cable may be loose. 
Follow the same steps as above 
for a too-tight cable. Otherwise, 
the derailleur may have twisted 
on the frame The sides of the 
chain guide will not be parallel 
to the chain wheels. Loosen 
bolts holding it to frame, repos­ 
ition, tighten bolts. 
Shifts beyond small or large 
sprockets. Either an adjust­ 
ment problem (and so should be 
handled similarly to front der­ 
ailleur) or the derailleur may 
be bent. Check alignment be­ 
tween the jockey wheels and 
gear cluster. In every gear the 
wheels should line up with the 
sprockets. If not, the derailleur 
must be bent back into position 
Gently. 
j- 
Chain does not stay on small 
sprockets. Usually caused by 
faulty control cable tension ad­ 
justment at the base of the 
levers you shift with. You will 
find either a wing nut or a 
screw there; try alternately 
tightening and loosening it. If 
the adjustment loosens as you 
move the lever, then the prob­ 
lem should be the washer that 
separates the two. This should 
have a tab that fits into a slot to 
keep it from turning with the 
lever. Loosen tension screw. 
Make sure the tab is in place. 
Tighten back up 
Slips in high gear under pres­ 
sure. Check the gear cluster. 
The teeth may be worn, the 
cluster bent, or the threads that 
hold it onto the wheel stripped. 
Probably should replace the 
cluster. Can also happen when 
the derailleur is not taking up 
chain slack correctly. If derail­ 
leur pivots stiffly, the pivot bolt 
may be too tight. If there is no 
tension, the spring must be 
tightened or replaced 
NEXT—Tires.

Next suppose the worst. You 
lead a low heart from dummy 
and it turns out that you have 
guessed wrong for West cap­ 
tures your queen with the king 
of hearts. You are still in good 
shape since you can still get 
back to dummy and lead a club 
toward the queen

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - With 
the price of gasoline skyrocket­ 
ing, the number of exploratory 
natural gas and oil wells in 
California has nearly doubled in 
the last year, a state official 
said today. 


John Matthews, head of the 
state’s Division of Oil and Gas, 
said the number of wells has 
risen from 650 a year ago to 
1,250. 


“There are people out there 
looking for more oil,” Matthews 
said, adding that additional pro­ 
duction in natural gas and oil 
will tend to decrease Califor­ 
nia’s dependence on foreign oil 
supplies and possibly result in 
lower gasoline prices. 


He said the new drillings— 
being financed by both inde­ 
pendent and large oil compa­ 
nies—are “occurring mostly on 
private land.” 


The wells are being sunk 
mostly in the southern San Joa­ 
quin Valley in the Bakersfield- 
Taft area, Matthews said. 


Matthews said the lower gas­ 
oline prices could result be­ 
casse domestic crude oil is 
cheaper than foreign oil—and 
the savings could be passed on 
to the consumer. 


All new crude oil production 
in California will alleviate gaso­ 
line, diesel, and household heat­ 
ing oil shortages that the divi­ 
sion is predicting. 


The division put out a report 
in early 1973 which pointed out 
the demand for gasoline and 
diesel fuel will exceed the refin­ 
ing capacity and supply in 1975. 
“We’re sticking with this pre­ 
diction,” Matthews said. "It 
was made before the Arab oil 
embargo and did not take that 
factor into consideration.” 
Matthews said although there 
was a decrease in the amount 
of gasoline used by California 
motorists following shortages 
during the early months of this 
year, it now appears that traf­ 
fic on highways is again in­ 
creasing 
He said the number of tolls 
being paid on Bay Area bridges 
is up again 
Also, he warned, oil refineries 
will begin their annual shift 
next month from gasoline to 
household heating fuels to begin 
stockpiling for the cold winter 
months.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
White House denied in June 
reports President Nixon had 
rejected a proposed long-range 
financing bill for public broad­ 
casting. But a key advisor who 
sent him the bill says Nixon did 
turn it down, if only temporari­ 
ly. 


He’s Dr. Clay T. Whitehead, 
who was instrumental in per­ 
suading Nixon, through Gen. 
Alexander Haig Jr., the Presi­ 
dent’s top aide, to send the 
measure intact to Congress this 
month. 


But Whitehead, chief of the 
White Office of Telecommuni­ 
cations Policy for nearly four 
years, admits he was startled 
when he learned of Nixon s 
initial decision. 


He said it consisted only of “a 
short notification that he had 
not approved the bill. It didn’t 
make any sense in view of the 
previous involvement he’s had 
in the public broadcasting mat­ 
ter.” 


He referred to administration 
efforts to decentralize public 
broadcasting and em phasize 
more of a “grass-roots” ap­ 
proach. 


The bill, aimed at insulating 
public broadcasters from undue 
government pressure and the 
vagaries of annual funding, 
would provide up to $440 million 
over a five-year period, but on 
a matching basis of $1 for every 
$2.50 the broadcasters raised 
from nonfederal sources. 


Whitehead said its initial re­ 
jection was puzzling because it 
previously had support from 
Nixon, who “knew what we 
were doing, why we were doing 
it and that public broadcasting 
had changed markedly . . . 


“The bill we were able to 
work out with them public 
broadcasters reflected a lot of 
his concerns and would have 
reduced the anger that this 
could turn into a government- 
funded television network.” 


He said it made certain that 
local stations had a strong role 
in national public broadcasting 
and that it generally “was very 
consistent with the ‘New Feder­ 
alism' approach Mr. Nixon has 
advocated for so many years.” 


Whitehead, who said Nixon’s 
initial decision came without 
elaboration, said he argued the 
case for the bill with Haig, but 
not with the President personal­ 
ly. 


He said he later received a 
White House memo that said, 
“The President has approved 
your proposal. ” He said it also 
was without elaboration, but 
that he hasn't tried to learn the 
whys of the reversal 
He said that now that White 
House debate on the bill has 
ended, he thinks the measure 
stands a good chance of pas­ 
sage, even though it has unique 
provisions Congress rarely sees 
in a financing bill. 
It combines both authoriza­ 
tion for spending and appro­ 
priation of the funds in the 
same document, he said. The 
two steps usually are voted on 
separately by the Congress.

MUNICH (UPI) - Erich Kae­ 
stner, the satirist, social critic 
and author, whose “ Emil and 
the Detectives” was translated 
into 27 languages, died early 
today in a Munich hospital He 
was 75. 
K aestner won world fame 
with his children’s tale about 
the boy Emil who on his first 
trip to a big city, traps a thief 
with the help of new friends 
The book published in 1930 and 
illustrated by cartoonist Walter 
Trier, 
was produced on the 
stage and filmed the following 
year. 
A liberal humanist, Kiestner 
attacked and angered the Nazi 
movement rn the early 1930’s 
and told an interviewer he was 
tempted to go into exile like so 
many friends when Adolf Hitler 
came into power in 1933. 
But he chose “the inner emi­ 
gration” and remained in Ger­ 
many as an eyewitness soon 
branded “undesirable and polit­ 
ically unreliable” by the Nazi 
authorities, K aestner stood 
among the crowd on May IO , 
1933 and witnessed the burning 
of his books 
Time and again the Nazis 
tried to enlist K aestner for | 
propaganda purposes, but he 
refused and twice, in 1934 and 
1937, he was detained by the 
Gestapo. 
After the war Kaestner set­ 
tled in Munich, living in a small 
house outside the city.

Not only do countless com­ 
m ercials 
float 
across 
the 
screen, but there is also an 
endless line of celebrities who 
plug records, films and, of 
course, themselves. 


One of the classier groups of 
TV salesmen are authors. They 
may range from the likes of 
Norman Mailer and Truman 
Capote to lesser known entities 
who have a current or contro­ 
versial subject. 
These TV booksellers, if im­ 
portant enough, will appear on 
the biggest talk shows — John­ 
ny Carson, Dick Cavett, Merv 
Griffin. If not, they beat their 
drums on local shows all across 
the nation. 
Two of these pitchmen who 
may be appearing on your 
screen during the next few 
months are Harry Lorayne and 
Jerry Lucas. They are selling 
“The Memory Book,’ a guide 
for better memory. 
They are an odd couple. Lu­ 
cas was once a professional 
basketball player and an All 
American at Ohio State. In 
salesmanship that means credi­ 
bility. All Americans don’t lie 
or cheat. You can trust them. 
Lorayne, on the other hand, is 
a smooth and polished enter­ 
tainer, but, perhaps, a bit too 
theatrical, especially in his rap­ 
id fire, machine gun way of 
speaking. Fast talkers may 
make citizens west of the Hud­ 
son River uneasy. 
However when you put the 
two together, the combination

“We have a chemistry,” said 
Lorayne, who has been in the 
memory business for 28 years. 
“We work well together. 
“ I’m urbane and Jerry is a 
Midwesterner.

Their first meet­ 
ing lasted for 18 hours and they 
later decided on a partnership 
when Lucas retired.

“ I can pick the appearances 
now,” Lorayne said. “But in 
the early days I took anything I 
could get.” 
Lorayne said a speciality of 
their act is memorizing an en­ 
tire news magazine and asking 
someone in the audience to pick 
a page. Lucas or Lorayne then 
tell them what’s on the page 
word for word, picture for pic­ 
ture.

Laser Cuts 
Tonsils Out 


Painlessly 


NEW ORLEANS (UPL - 
Laser beams are taking the 
pain out of throat operations, 
according to an assistant Tu- 
lane University medical profes­ 
sor. 
Dr Roland J French told the 
79th annual National Medical 
Association meeting yesterday 
he performed more than 50 
operations using a laser beam 
rather than a scapel. 
“ It was surprising that none 
of the patients had dysphagia 
(difficulty in swallowing) after 
su rg ery ,” said French, who 
was the pioneer in using laser 
beams in tonsillectomies. 
“None of the patients re­ 
quired narcotics for analgesia 
Some of the patients experi­ 
enced no pain, others only mild 
discomfort. 
“ The laser does not damage 
cells adjacent to the target The 
operation is rapid because 
there is little need for hemo­ 
static measures. 
If a vessel 
does bleed, it can often be 
controlled by exposure to the 
laser beam .” 
French 
said his patients 
ranged between 3 and 42 years 
old and it was the older patients 
who were "startling, since the 
postoperative course of the 
adult who has had a tonsillecto­ 
my is usually marked by excru­ 
ciating pain and dysphagia. 
“ We feel that this procedure 
represents an improvement in 
tonsil surgery,” he said.

Concert Of Mainstream

The mainstream of American 
music is not to be found in the

places, according to Michael 
Smith, musicologist and com­ 
poser. 
Above all, he says, the main­ 
stream is to be found in Ameri­ 
ca’s popular music, often dis­ 
dained in its day by the musical 
e sta b lish m e n t, but h ard ly 
enough to flourish any way. 
The 30-year-old Smith has 
been researching that music, 
preparing the script for a con­ 
cert Saturday at 7:30 pm . Enti­ 
tled “ American Music Retros­ 
pective," the unusual concert, 
to be narrated by Scott Beach, 
will be a highlight of Forest 
Meadows Center of the Arts 10- 
day conclave of concerts, lec­ 
tures and practice sessions 
through Aug. ll. Dominican 
College in San Rafael has made 
its outdoor amphitheater avail­ 
able for this and the other 
musical events. 
Smith said the program will 
trace the mainstream of Ameri­ 
can music from Colonial times 
to the present, paying all re­ 
spect to the reflection first of 
European music and later of 
the West Indies, Negro spiritu­ 
als and Appalachian bluegrass 
music. 
It will include excerpts from

the bastardized form of “ballad 
opera’’ of the 1790s, from Scott 
Joplin’s “whorehouse music” 
rags of the 1890s, to George 
Gershwin’s folk opera “Porgy 
and B ess” w ritten in 1935, 
Smith said.

The suspect. Gordon Earl 
Marais, also was accused of 
setting minor blazes at two 
other Manhattan churches. Ac­ 
cording to police, he was 
crouching near a fourth church 
on West 42nd Street when he 
was arrested about 4:15 a.rn 


M arais was later charged 
w ith 
arso n “ and 
re la te d 
charges" in connection with the 
fires. 
Police believe Marais is the 
man who telephoned United 
Press International and the 
New York Daily News last 
night and early this morning, 
identifying himself as “Zodiac” 
and vowing to set churches 
ablaze in a personal vendetta 
on the Roman Catholic Church. 
Two of the fires were at 
Roman Catholic Churches and 
the third was at an Episcopal 
Church. 
Marais. a thin, short man 
with graying hair. was taken 
into custody by Secret Service 
agents in Washington on July 19 
after threatening to break into 
an unidentified foreign embas­ 
sy Federal sources said he was 
turned over to local District of 
Columbia metropolitan police. 
He reportedly also was wanted 
on an unspecified charge in 
California 
Why Marais was at large 
again yesterday was unclear. 
The Rev. Thomas Smith. 67, 
died of apparent smoke inhala­ 
tion in the first blaze, a three- 
alarm fire which broke out at 
9 51 p m 
in the century’-old 
rectory of St 
Vincent Ferrer 
Church at 65th Street and Lex­ 
ington Avenue Another priest 
and a firefighter were treated 
at a local hospital and released. 
Another 20 priests and friars 
were rescued 
Some IO minutes after the 
fire was reported, an unidenti­ 
fied caller phoned UPI claiming 
responsibility for setting the 
blaze, and saying that he was 
"unleashing a tirade against 
the Catholic church.” 
The man said he was the 
“Zodiac” killer. 
Federal sources doubted if 
the suspect had any connection 
with the West Coast “ Zodiac” 
case in which some IO persons 
were murdered by a man who 
had sporadic contact with the 
media. 
In the second blaze last night, 
a man telephoned the Daily 
News at about 11:30 p.m., say­ 
ing “This is Zodiac” and an 
nouncing he had set a small 
rubbish fire in the doorway of 
the Church of the Ascension 
Episcopal at Fifth Avenue and 


loth Street, in Greenwich vil­ 
lage 
Three minutes later, a 
small fire on the steps of the 
church was reported. 


At 3:55 a rn., a third fire was 
discovered smoldering on the 
roof of St. Mary’s Roman Cath­ 
olic Church. 145 W 
46th St. 
Minutes later, a Daily News 
reporter received another call 
from the man warning that 
another blaze would be set. 


A radio alarm for Marais 
based on a description provided 
by the FBI was broadcast and 
two patrolmen spotted the sus­ 
pect and placed him under ar­ 
rest about 4:14 a rn. 


Police said M arais’ finger 
tip* were taped in an apparent 
effort to avoid leaving finger­ 
prints. 


Marais two weeks ago told a 
UPI reporter he stole a Grey­ 
hound bus in Washington, D C , 
and drove it to the New Jersey 
side of the Holland Tunnel, 
where he abandoned it with 
brake trouble. Greyhound offi­ 
cials and police confirmed that 
the bus had been stolen 
Marais said he was a jewel 
importer working out of Carter­ 
et, N J.

While highbrows here sniffed 
at it, Smith said, it was becom­ 
ing popular in Europe and 
being reimported, until its com­ 
bination of African rhythm s 
and European harmonies final­ 
ly gained legitimacy as 1920s 
“jazz.” 
G ersh w in ’s “ P orgy and 
Bess,” Smith said, has suffered 
a similar problem because of 
the efforts of its Brooklyn-born 
composer to draw on charac­ 
ters and music foreign to him 
— that of the tenements of the 
Black South. 
Because the characters of the 
1935 play, which was popular at 
that time, are embarrassing 
stereotypes, Smith said it has 
been relegated largely to Eu­ 
rope as Joplin’s piano rags had 
been “because white people in 
this country were so uptight 
about it.” 
The theme of the retrospec­ 
tive, Smith said, is that the 
Am erican m usical tradition 
may be muddy, but it is nothing 
to be embarrassed about.

Strikers Focus On 
Talks With Owners 


By I’NTTED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 
Striking National Football 
League players will focus their 
attention on Washington today, 
hoping they can soon drop their 
picket signs and get down to the 
business of playing football. 


For the first time in ll days, 
representatives of the Players 
Association will meet with man­ 
agement in hopes of ending the 
30-day-old strike which has left 
more than 1,000 veterans out­ 
side the training camps and has 
reduced most clubs to rosters of 
unknowns. 


Chief Federal Mediator W J. 
Usery Jr was to meet with the 
bargainers from the NFL Own­ 
ers Management Council at IO 
a rn EDT today and then with 
both the owners and players at 
2 pm . 


U sery, the g o v e rn m e n t’s 
chief labor mediator, met for 90 
minutes with a bargaining team 
from the Players Association 
Monday and was optimistic that 
a settlement might be reached. 
“I d be very hopeful that both 
sides are ready now to enter 
into serious bargaining,” he 
said. "There comes a time in 
every strike to get it over with 


and I hope on this strike that 
time is soon.” 
Bill Curry’, the Houston cen­ 
ter who is president of the 
players union, also thought 
progress might be made in the 
new round of talks with Usery. 
“We sincerely believe that at 
this time an agreement can be 
reached,” he said. 
Ed Garvey, executive direc­ 
tor of the player’s union, said 
the union’s demands would be 
scaled down somewhat to help 
negotiations but he indicated 
that the controversial “freedom 
demands” would be modified 
but not abandoned. 
These focus on players’ insist­ 
ence of having some say on 
which team they play with once 
a contract expires and veto 
power for veterans over trades. 
Veterans, most of them sec­ 
ond-line players, continued to 
drift into camps as the strike 
neared the one-month mark. At 
last report, there were 236 play­ 
ers classified as veterans in the 
camps while over 1,200 were 
honoring the picket lines. Of the 
236, less than 60 were consid­ 
ered starters. 
In Detroit, the Lions named 
Rick Forzano, form er head 


coach at Navy, to replace the 
late Don McCafferty as interim 
coach. McCafferty died of a 
heart attack at the age of 53 
Monday while working in his 
garden. 
The players’ weakest spot has 
been Cincinnati, where guard 
John Shinners yesterday be­ 
came the 26th veteran to re­ 
port. 
“The dumb ones are going in 
now,” said Player Rep Pat 
Matson. 
“They’re giving the 
flimsiest excuses for reporting, 
saying they need to get into 
shape when they’re already in 
shape Going in now just gives 
the owners an edge in the 
negotiations. They’re going to 
be harder to talk to because 
some players keep coming in. 
“I ’m angry. I’m frustrated — 
a bit of both. I made a commit­ 
ment. I intend to see it through 
and I think the others should 
too.” 
Running backs like Adamle 
and Hank Bjorklund checked 
into the New York Jets’ camp 
and wide receiver Preston Ri­ 
ley reported to Atlanta’s train­ 
ing site 
Four reserves also 
reported to the Los Angeles 
Rams.

Oil Nations Want 
To Invest Here 


JIDDA, Saudi Arabia CAP) — 
Whether Americans like it or 
not, oil producing nations ex­ 
pect to invest their vast oil 
wealth where they want and in 
the amounts they want. 
If that means buying General 
Motors stock to gain control of 
the auto firm, then oil produc­ 
ing nations like Saudi Arabia 
expect to be free to do it. 
The Saudis — who may have 
up to $ 2 0 billion to invest in 
foreign markets this year — 
are genuinely puzzled by fears 
in the United States that they 
might obtain control of major 
U S. corporations by purchas­ 
ing a majority of shares. 
“ I don’t know why you have 
that fear,” said Sheik Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani, the Saudi oil min­ 
ister 
“ You should be extremely 
happy if we decide to do this 
because there are so many 
countries on earth who have 
been extremely enthusiastic to 
get Saudi Arabia to come and 
invest in their equity market,” 
he added. 
The equity market is another 
term for the stock market. 
Yamani's view was echoed by 
other Saudi officials in inter­ 
views here They were noticea­ 
bly irritated at suggestions 
there would be something ob­ 
jectionable in Saudi control of 
U.S. corporations. 
As one American banker here 
said “ For years, I have been 
trying to justify American own­ 
ership of foreign enterprises. 
And suddenly Americans are 
saying it would be wrong to 
have foreign ownership of 
American corporations. It s 
madness.” 
Referring to talk in Congress 
that there should be some re­ 
strictions to the amount of for­ 
eign ownership of a domestic 
corporation. Ambassador 
James E Akins said, "If we do 
that, we might as well give up 
and go home.” 
Akins and other U.S. officials 
here believe it is imperative for 
the United States to make at­ 
tractive investment opportuni­ 
ties available to .Saudi Arabia. 
Iran, Kuwait and other oil pro­ 
ducing nations. 
If the oil producing nations 
can't invest their vast surplus 
wealth profitably now. they al­ 
most certainly will cut back on 
their production until such time 
a." they can, the officials said 
Such a move would reduce 
the supply of oil. drive oil 
prices higher and make a bad 
world financial situation even 
worse, they added 
Estimates of the amounts 
available to be invested abroad 
by oil producing nations are 
staggering. They range as high 


as $70 billion this year, $200 
billion in two years and over $1 
trillion by 1985. 
Since the bulk of this money 
will come from the big oil 
consuming nations, such as the 
United States, Japan and Euro­ 
pean countries, it will represent 
a net outflow of wealth from the 
developed world 
It is essential to the econo­ 
mies of the developed world 
that the money be reinvested so 
it can be used aga in. 


So far, the oil producing na­ 
tions have not invested heavily 
in the U.S. stock market be­ 
cause the market has not been 
an attractive investment 
Most Saudi investments — an 
estimated $ 8 billion to $9 billion 
so far — are in short-term 
investments offering a high re­ 
turn in the United States, Saudi 
banking officials indicated.

plained “ San Francisco ranked 
lith out of 2 0 cities in terms of 


food prices, but this area is 
first in food industry wages.” 
Food industry journeymen 
clerks cost grocers $7.06 per 
hour in the Bay Area, as 
against a national average of 
about $4.00 per hour 
“ To a. small extent, this is 
because raw food costs and 
transportation distances are not 
as high in California as in other 
parts of the country,” Johnson 
stated, “ but the main reason is 
that the intense competition 
among retailers in the Bay 
Area has made our markets 
more efficient than others This 
means that despite rising costs, 
the consumer is still getting 
whatever savings the retailer 
can possibly pass on. "

Firem an’s Fund Insurance 
Companies’ new computer cen­ 
ter at Highway 101 and Lucas 
Valley Road (opposite North­ 
gate 
Industrial 
Park) is de­ 
signed to withstand earthquake 
and fire and quickly process 
insurance claims after such a 
catastrophe, according to its 
engineers and builder. 
“ It’s built like a missile silo," 
declared Donald McKinley, su­ 
perintendent of Dinwiddie Con­ 
struction Co of San Francisco, 
the contractor. 
“Just look at all that con­ 
crete," he shouted above the 
din of whining steel drills and 
the seemingly endless stream 
of cement trucks lumbering to 
and from the 38-acre construc­ 
tion site located between Los 
Gamos Road and Highway JOI. 
“ It s designed to meet the most 
advanced seism ic standards. 
And it’s built of entirely non- 
cumbustible material, not even 
a trace of plastic.” 
The 285,flOO-square-foot build­ 
ing will have concrete caissons 
funneling down 40 to 45 feet into 
solid 
bedrock. 
In 
all, 27,000 
cubic yards of concrete, enough 
to 
fill 3,375 trucks, 
will be 
poured into the $10.5 million 
structure. 
“ In 19 years of working on 
large buildings of this type, I ve 
never seen anything like it.” 
McKinley marveled 
McKinley expects at least 
partial occupancy before the 
end of the year He said that 
construction, 
which began in 
January, 
1973 and originally 
scheduled for completion this 
month, was delayed bv severe 
rains the past two winters, two 
carpenters’ strikes, and the 
scarcity of steel and copper 
piping stemming from the ener­ 
gy crisis. 
Destined to be the hub of the 
San Francisco-ba sod insurance 
firm s nationwide data process­ 
ing network, the center will 
house a computer system val­ 
ued at over $20 million. 
The center will open with a 
work force of 900 personnel 
employed in management infor­ 
mation services and computer 
services, corporate system s. 


publications services, premium 
audit and processing. 
The 150 Firemen’s Fund em­ 
ployees now working at an of­ 
fice leased in the Northgate 
Industrial Park in San Rafael 
and computer technicians from 
the firm s home office, will be 
transferred to the new comput­ 
er center when it opens. 


In all. 175 Marin employees 
will be affected by the move 
and the company expects that 
by January. 1976, an additional 
267 of their employees now liv­ 
ing in San Francisco will move 
to Marin, Sonoma or Napa 
counties. 


A spokesman for the insur­ 
ance firm, Daniel B Brigham, 
said the firm chose San Rafael 
as its new computer center site 
because it was cramped for 
I'pace in San Francisco, resi­ 
dents there frown on large 
buildings, and a lower property 


tax rate in Marin. 
Last year’s property tax rate 
in San Francisco was $12.25 per 
$100 of assessed valuation as 
compared with $11.75 per $100 
assessed valuation in the Lucas 
Green area. 


Over $565,000 in tax revenue, 
based on last year's tax rate, 
will be generated from the new 
computer center. 


Another feature of the center 
is that it will be equipped with 
a $1.5 million emergency gener­ 
ator capable of providing power 
throughout the building in the 
event of an emergency. 
Two San Francisco firm s, 
Henry J Degenkold and Asso­ 
ciates, 
structural engineering 
consultants, and the building’s 
architects. Page, Clowdsley and 
Baleix, worked closely to de­ 
sign a center that would not 
only 
be able to survive an 
earthquake 
intact 
but 
would 


also be able to quickly process 
insurance claims after a catas­ 
trophe had taken place. But the 
designers concentrated on pre­ 
serving the quiet, verdant sur­ 
roundings of Lucas Green, as 
well. 


The building and parking for 
701 vehicles is situated on only 
12.5 acres of the 38-acre tract, 
purchased in March. 1971 from 
American Savings and Loan for 
$2.3 million. 


The rest of the site will be 
landscaped with over 700 trees, 
3.25 acres of ground cover and 
over 3,000 square feet of shrub­ 
bery. One acre of land has been 
placed in open space in perpe­ 
tuity 
for the benefit of the 
homeowners on Salvador Way. 
whose homes overlook the site.
